LOST MAN FAST IN GLAZIER 


Glimpse 500 Feet Into Crevasse of Ice 
Reveals Prospectors* Fate. 
Seattle, W ash., Jan. 28.—A special 
from Valdez, Alaska, says: 
Five hundred feet down a crevasse 
In the great Valdez glacier have been 
discovered the bodies of six burros, 
m aking up the pack train of a party 
of eastern prospectors, who started 
for the 
Copper river country from 
this port thirteen years ago and were 
lost. 
W. H. Crary, traveling over the gla­ 
cier, made the discovery. The depths 
of the crevasse were mom entarily il­ 
luminated by the sun as Crary crossed 
It and he caught sight of the burros. 
With the aid of his binoculars he 
saw the bodies In a perfect state of 
preservation, equipped with pack sad­ 
dles and packs. He could not discover 
any human bodies, but it Is believed 
the owners of the pack train also per­ 
ished in the crevasse, and an attem pt 
will be made, as soon as the w eather 
moderates, to learn whether such was 
the case.

Is full of dazed statesm en. They are 
staggered by the sw eeping ch aracter 
ut the tariff changes proposed in the 
reciprocity agreem ent w ith the C ana­ 
dian 
governm ent, 
arid 
a re 
asking 
them selves w hat th e adm inistration's 
political m otives are in Introducing b o 
sw eeping a proposition. 
It seem s to he a case, once m ore, 
of tile ea st against the west. 
The 
w est w ants tariff revision, but as a 
rule it does not w ant C anadian com ­ 
petition in food products. Tariff re­ 
vision to th e se In terests m eans revis­ 
ion of th e cotton and woollen and 
rubber 
and 
o th er 
m anufacturing 
schedules. 
It does not 
m ean free 
w heat, free oats, free poultry, free 
eggs and th e other th in g s which the 
northw est produces. 


F arm ers Oppose IL 
In o th er words, th e voters of the 
north w est are m ostly farm ers, and 
farm ers, any m ore th an woollen m an­ 
ufactu rers, cannot be ex pet ted to vote 
to low er th e prices of*th e goods th a t 
they produce them selves. 
P rogressive w estern statesm en are 
placed som ew hat in a fix by the a r­ 
rangem ent, idealise they a re all sup­ 
posed to be tariff revisionists, and yet 
they cannat raise th e ir voices in a 
glad shout over a proposition to over­ 
whelm th e ir co n stitu en ts with C ana­ 
dian com petition. 
So they content 
them selves with th e statem en t th a t 
they have not "had tim e to study the 
agreem ent 
with care," and th a t it 
"is a m atter of such lm jxirtance th at 
no hasty opinion should be express­ 
ed.” 
It Is unlikely, how ever, th a t the pro­ 
gressive northw est will be very much 
m ore en th u siastic over th e agreem ent 
afte r it bas m editated fully upon it 
than it is now.

New E ngland 
gets free codfish, free halibut, free 
food supplies in general and free lum ­ 
ber, w hile It secures free or alm ost 
free en tran ce for all Its m anufactured 
goods Into C anada. T he M assachusetts 
dem and for som ething to low er th e 
cost of living Is m et. 
W estern congressm en a re not lack­ 
ing who privately accuse P resident 
T aft of a disposition to rew ard bls 
New E ngland sta lw art su p p o rters and 
at th e sam e tim e punish th e w estern 
in su rg en ts by forcing upon them s 
m easure which will have large ele­ 
m ents of unpopularity am ong their 
constituents. 
At th e sam e tim e th e m anufactur­ 
ing m iddle west will be favorably in­ 
terested In a proposition which gives 
g reatly decreased duties on the part 
of C analla on ag ricu ltu ral m achinery, 
autom obiles and o th e r aUcle*. T he ra 
pldly developing C anadian northw est 
w ants A m erican m achinery and Amer­ 
ican autom obiles Ohio, Indiana, Mich­ 
igan and W isconsin m anufacture these 
things now in enorm ous quantities. 
It looks as If one effect of the C a 
nadtan agreem ent will be to set the 
m anufacturing w est ag a in st the agri­ 
cultural w est. and precip itate th e Anal 
struggle betw een th e opposing in ter­ 
ests In this country. 
E verybody recognizes th a t a great 
issue has been raised, w hich will com­ 
m and attention to the exclusion of 
th e petty questions th a t congress bas 
th u s far been w rangling over a t this 
session, and that som e of the decla­ 
m atory statesm en have got to search 
th eir souls deeply w ithin th e next few 
w eeks.

buying It. 
Remember that a woman’s 
good name. perbapa her life, depends 
upou your efforts.’ 
“ I went a t the m atter system atically, 
first procuring a list of the drug stores 
within reach of Mr. Townsend'S resi­ 
dence. 
Ile had lived in his country 
place surrounded by village# la which 
there were dhig stores. 
If he wished 
to conceal the fact of his purchases he 
had only to drive to one of these towns 
sufficiently distant that be should uot 
be know n there, buy his drug aud car­ 
ry it home himself. 
Though it was a 
poison when taken in large quantities. 
it was prescribed by physicians, and 
an order for it was not iii nil can**** es­ 
sential. 
“I visited every drug store within a 
radius of twenty mil**# from his home 
and talked with every proprietor and 
clerk in all of them. 
Not one of them 
could rem em ber any person answ ering 
to my description of Mr. Townsend, 
and all declared that no such person 
had ever to their knowledge visit *t 
their stor** 
I hit upon tile place where 
his wife had thought the poison she 
was charged with having procured, 
but this bad ail been worked up by 
another defective. 
“ I went to Mr. He ti loser and re

ada. 
Indeed, if he wished to conceal 
his purchases Canada would la* the 
la tte r field. 
I first looked Into the ex­ 
press offices in th** places where pack* 
ag**# might have been delivered to him. 
Nothing sent him tiiat could have been 
a drug appeared ou Hie books of the 
express companies, nor wus any such 
receipt on file. 
“The only hope left for Mrs, Town­ 
send was that her husband had or 
deled tile drug sent by mail.

cured a list of all the wholesale drug 
houses in the United States and Can­ 
ada and sent a letter to each asking lf 
they had ever filled orders for the drug 
found in his stomach, giving also the 
reason why I wfished to know.

an enormous work for them to hunt 
tho m atter up. but since a fife might 
baug ii|(on their effort# nearly all re­ 
plied that they would make a thorough 
search. 
“I>o you kl ow’ that three different 
drug houses, two in the United State# 
sad one in Canada. wrote me that on 
several occasions they had sent Town­ 
send pound packages of the drug In 
question. 
“T hat settled the m atter. Mrs. Town­ 
send was discharged.”
